Expressions of ketn surprise were 
heard on all sides in local iabor circles 
Saturday ovef the unexpected turn 
of events in the trial of the McNa- 
mara brothers, for the dynamite out- 
rages that resulted in the death of 
twenty-one perscms at Los Angeles 
Several months ago. As a general 
rule members of organized labor be- 
Hevea the McNamaras’ were innocent 
of the terrivle crime eharged against 
them, and of which both brothers now 
admit thelr gullt. The hews that they 
had pleaded gufity came as a distinct 
shock to those who wera net only in 
eymvathy With the accused, but were 
WIltig to contribute good: hard cash 
to the defense fund. 

While they were surprised at the 
final outcome of the famous case, few 
of the members of the unions in Ba- 
manton, so fa ras could be seén, cared 
to venture an opifion as to the prov- 
able effect on the labor movement 
in the United States and Canada. One 
man suggested that organized labor 
Aad received a black eye from which 
it would not recover for a long time 
to come, This view was not, how- 
ever, shared by others interested in 
the cause of unionigm, who declared 
that the rank and file of organized 
workmen were law-abiding cijdzens 
and not in any sense responsible \for 
the grave misconduct of men like the 
McNamaraa, : 

Some speculation was indulged in 
as to the pro course of Samue! 
Gompers, presid®mt of the American 
Federation of Labor, would take, if 
any. President’Gompers went on 
record months ago as convinced in 
his own mind ‘of the innocence of the 
McNamaras. He gave out a number 
of statements to that effect, but later 
it developed that he had less to say 
wbout the matter. It is thought 
President Gompers saw a new light, 
or at least something transpired to 
alter his opinion, for at the recent 
convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, in Aitlanta, Georgia, he 
advised very strongly against the 
Federation as an organization voting 
any money to aid in the McNainara 
His advide was accepted, 

Nearly ail of the money contributed 
by unions all over the country to the 
defence fund will now be returned 
to the different onganizations. A por- 
tion of the money has already been 
used, as the whiole case hag been an 
expensive one from the start,
